Ammonia, or as it is generally called, 


spirits of hartshorn, is n powerful alkali, 


and dissolves grease nud dirt with great 
oase. It has lately been recommended very 


tiiguly for domestic purposes. 
For wash- 


ing pnint, pit a lablespponful in a quart of 
moderately hot water, dip in a flannel cloth, 


and Ihen wipe off the wood work ; ao 


scrubbing will be necessary. 
For taking 


greasy spots from any fabric use tlie am- 


monia nearly pure, man lay white blotting 
paper over the spot and iron it lightly. 
In 


washing lace put about twelve drops in a 


pint of warm suds. 
To clean silver, mil 


two leaspooniuia of ammonia in a qaftrt of 


suds. Put in your silverware and wasb, 


using an old nail-brush or tooth-brush for 


ihe purpose. 
For cleaning hair-brushes, 


clc., simply shake the brushes up and down 


in a mixture of ono table spoonful of am- 


monia to ono pint of hot water; when they 


are cleansed, rinse them in cold water, and 


stand them in the wind or in a hot place to 


dry. 
For washing finger-marks from look- 


ing-glasses or windows, put a few drops of 


imraonia on a moist rag and make quick 
work of it.

10 flourish put n few drops of Ihe spirits in 
cvtryplntoE water used in watering.

Mothing is better than 


ammonia water for cleansing the hsir.

every case rinse off tho ammonia wiln clear 
walcr. 
To which we would only add, that, 


for removing grease spots.u mixture of cqusj 
purts of ammonia aud nlcohol is hotter than 
alcohol; and for taking out the red atains 
produced by the strong acids in blue and 
black clothes, there is nothing better than 
ammonia,
